Three stations have been quite active from Vietnam recently. DL3YM is signing 
XV9YM from Ho Chi Minh City until 18th March. He can be found on 40 - 10m CW. 
Then there is 3W9JF operated by F6OCTF until 6th March from Phu Quoc Island 
(IOTA AS-128). Finally DLSMAE is on the air as 3W2MAE in his spare time on all 
bands 80 - 6m. He will be there until 8th March. 


Don G3XTT, well known as editor of Practical Wireless, will be in Gambia from 5th - 
12th March. He will use the callsign CS6DF on 40 - 10m CW.
